The Cuban Assets Control Regulations, 31 CFR part 515 (the

“Regul ations”), adm nistered by the U S. Treasury Departnent’s

O fice of Foreign Assets Control (*“OFAC’), prohibit persons subject
to the jurisdiction of the United States fromengaging in
transactions in which Cuba or a Cuban national has any i nterest
what soever, direct or indirect, including transactions related to
travel. OFAC s authority to license Cuba travel-rel ated
transactions was restricted by section 910 of the Trade Sancti ons
Ref orm and Export Enhancenent Act of 2000, Pub. L. No. 387, 114
Stat. 1549, 1549A-71-72 (“TSRA’), which provides that OFAC may only
license travel -related transactions involving activities “. :
expressly authorized in paragraphs (1) through (12) of section
515.560 of title 31, Code of Federal Regulations, or in any section
referred to in any of such paragraphs (1) through (12) (as such
sections were in effect on June 1, 2000).” Any activity falling
out side of these twelve categories is defined in this section of
TSRA as “tourisnmf and may not be the basis for issuing such a
license. This statutory restriction was incorporated into the
Regul ations in section 515.560(b). See 66 Fed. Reg. 36687- 88,

July 12, 2001.

Wthin the confines of TSRA and current |icensing policy, these
Conpr ehensi ve Cuidelines for License Applications to Engage in
Travel - Rel ated Transactions |Invol ving Cuba (the “Application
Quidelines”), are intended to pronote the transparency, tineliness,
and consi stency of OFAC licensing determ nations. The Application
Qui delines are also intended to assist persons who wi sh to engage in
travel -rel ated transactions involving Cuba in making their own
determ nations as to whether their travel falls into one of the
general |icense categories (no application needed) and, if not, to
assess whether their activities mght fall within one of the
categories for which a specific license may be granted (application
required). The Application CGuidelines are intended to establish
reliable, defined paraneters for the application process to ensure
that qualifying travel-related transactions are authorized while
reducing the potential for illegal touristic activities.

The Application Guidelines contain a brief overview of the
categories describing activities for which travel -rel ated
transactions either: 1) are authorized pursuant to a general
license, or 2) may be authorized pursuant to a specific |license.
The Application Guidelines then address each of the categories of
activities for which a specific license may be issued in the order
in which it islisted in 8 515.560(a) and set forth the criteria
t hat nust be adequately addressed by each applicant. Exanples and
other information are also included under nost categories, as well
as the address to which applications should be sent. The text of
the rel evant provision(s) of the Regulations for each category of
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travel is provided i mediately follow ng the contact information in
the Application Guidelines for each category for ease of reference.
Appendi x 1 contains the regulatory text of § 515.560(c), which
descri bes the scope of the travel-related transactions that are
licensed. Information concerning the arrangenent of authorized
travel, authorized transactions incident to travel, and the

aut hori zed exportation and inportation of merchandi se in conjunction
wi th authorized travel can be found later in this Introduction.

The Application Guidelines should not be relied upon as a substitute
for the Regulations. It is the responsibility of individuals

wi shing to engage in travel-related transactions involving Cuba to
denonstrate or docunent that their proposed activities in Cuba fal
into one of the general or specific |license categories of activities
listed in section 515.560(a) and rel ated sections of the

Regul ations, and, with respect to qualification for specific
licenses, neet the application criteria set forth in the Application
Qui del i nes. OFAC may request additional information beyond that
provided for in these Application Guidelines to determ ne whet her an
applicant qualifies for a license.

Applications that fail to identify an applicable category of
licensable activity or fail to adequately address the application
criteria relevant to that category will be denied. OFAC w Il only
process fully conpleted applications. Authorization to engage in
travel -rel ated transactions involving Cuba is not transferable, and
specific licenses are not granted as a matter of right.

Aut hori zati on extended to any individual does not extend under
either a general or specific license to non-qualifying spouses or
other famly nenbers or friends who do not qualify under their own
right under applicable criteria. Failure to properly use and, where
appl i cabl e, oversee use of a specific license may result in
suspension or revocation of the |icense.

Travel -rel ated transactions involving Cuba that are not authorized
under a general or specific license contained in or issued pursuant
to the Regul ations are prohibited and subject to enforcenent and
penalty provisions set forth in the Regulations and in OFAC s
Enforcenment Quidelines. See: 68 Fed. Reg. 4422, January 29, 2003.

These Application Cuidelines supercede and replace any |icensing
application guidelines previously issued by OFAC concerning travel

to Cuba. The Application Quidelines may be anmended or nodified from
tinme to time as circunstances warrant. Please always refer to the
current version of the Application Guidelines on OFAC s website at
www. t reas. gov/ ofac. The effective date of the Application

Gui del i nes appears on the bottomright-hand corner of each page.
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Gener al Licenses

The Regul ations currently contain three general |icenses authorizing
travel -rel ated transactions involving Cuba. GCeneral |icenses
constitute bl anket authorization for those transactions set forth in
the rel evant regul ation and are self-selecting and sel f-executing.
No further permssion fromOFAC is required to engage in
transactions covered by that general license. Individuals w shing
to engage in travel-related transactions involving Cuba rel evant to:

1) official governnent travel by officials of the U S
Government, foreign governnments and international organizations
of which the United States is a nenber;

2) journalismby journalists regularly enployed in that
capacity by a news reporting organization, including supporting
broadcast or technical personnel; or

3) full-tinme professional research conducted by professionals
in their professional areas, or attendance at certain

pr of essi onal neetings or conferences,

should first review the general |icense categories to see if their
activities are covered by a general license. Specific |icenses wll
not be issued for transactions that are authorized pursuant to the
provi sions of a general license. See 8 501.801(a) of the Reporting
and Procedures Regulations, 31 CF. R Part 501. Those individuals
who determine that their activities fall into one of the general

| icense categories nust be able to docunent that their travel
qualifies under that category and nust keep records that may be
furnished to OFAC or other |aw enforcenent officials (e.g., Bureau of
Cust ons and Border Protection) upon demand for a period of five
years after the travel transactions take place. See 31 CFR 501.601
and 501. 602.

Speci fic Licenses

OFAC also will consider the issuance of specific |icenses on a case-
by-case basis to permt travel-related transactions in certain
limted i nstances where the proposed activity is not covered by a
general license but is addressed by one of the statenents of
licensing policy set forth in 8 515.560(a) and rel ated sections of
the Regulations. A witten application in letter format with

rel evant supporting docunmentation nust be nade to OFAC to obtain a
specific license. A specific license applicant nust wait for OFAC
to issue the license prior to engaging in travel-rel ated
transactions. Specific licenses normally wll not be issued to

i ndi vi dual s seeking to engage in an activity run by a third-country
entity not subject to the jurisdiction of the United States.
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How to Apply for a Specific License

In nost cases, applications for specific |icenses should be nade in
witing to OFACin letter format not |less than forty-five (45) days
but no nore than six (6) nonths prior to the proposed date of
departure to Cuba. The processing of applications by the OFAC-M am
office for specific licenses to visit immediate famly (both Cuban
nati onal s and non-Cuban nationals) may be expedited by using the
format suggested later in this docunent.

The contents of the letter application should be structured in a
manner that adequately addresses all the applicable criteria for
that category. To facilitate review, applications may be typed in
an outline format with a header citing the category of travel and
addressi ng each application criterion and ot her rel evant
information. |In nost circunstances, the receipt of an application
wi |l automatically generate an acknow edgnent |etter, assigning a
case nunber that should be referenced in all subsequent oral and
written comruni cation with OFAC concerning the application. You may
al so use your case nunber to obtain the status of your application
by contacting our automated voice response system at (202) 622-2480.

Persons specifically |licensed nust keep records that nust be
furnished to OFAC or other |aw enforcenent officials (e.g., Bureau
of Custons and Border Protection) upon demand for a period of five
years after the travel transactions take place. See 31 CFR 501.601
and 501. 602.

Most applications to engage in travel-related transactions invol ving
Cuba are processed by OFAC s main office in Washington, DC, with the
not abl e exception of applications to visit imrediate famly nenbers
in Cuba, which are processed by OFACs Mam Ofice.

Requests of Extensions or Renewal s of Specific Licenses

When applying for an extension or renewal of a license, be sure to
reference the license nunber in your application. You nust also

i ncl ude an expl anati on why an extension or renewal is necessary, a
detailed report setting forth a record of all activities undertaken
pursuant to the original |icense, and append a conpl ete copy of the
license to the subm ssion
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Arrangi ng Aut horized Travel to Cuba

Aut hori zed travelers may nmake their travel arrangenents through an
COFAC-aut hori zed Travel Service Provider (“TSP’) and nay board direct
charter flights departing fromM am , New York, or Los Angeles to
Cuba. To obtain a current list of TSPs, you may consult our

I nternet website at www. treas. gov/ofac or dial our fax-on-demand
service at (202) 622-0077 and request document nunber 1207. The TSP
Wil require you to provide a copy of your specific |license or
certify that you qualify under a general l|icense. Authorized
travelers wishing to nmake their own travel arrangenents w thout the
use of a TSP must handl e those arrangenents directly with trave
service providers in third countries that are not subject to U S
jurisdiction.

Aut hori zed Exportation of Merchandi se for Personal Use

Aut hori zed travelers to Cuba may only take with themitens

aut horized for export fromthe United States to Cuba under the
Export Adm ni stration Regul ations, 15 CFR Parts 730-774, (the
“EAR’), adm nistered by the Departnent of Commerce. The EAR
currently provide general authorization to carry to Cuba personal

ef fects and acconpani ed baggage but limts the anount carried to 44
pounds per traveler for all travelers other than those traveling
under 88 515.562 (official governnent business), 515.563
(journalistic activity), 515.566 (religious activity), 515.574
(support for the Cuban people), 515.575 (humanitarian projects), and
515. 545 (exportation, inportation, or transm ssion of informtional
materials). For questions related to the |licensing requirenments for
the exportation of goods to Cuba, please contact the U S. Departnent
of Commerce’s Bureau of Industry and Security at (202) 482-4811.

Prohi bited Inportation of Merchandi se with the Exception of Cuban-
origin Information and Informational Mterials

Pursuant to 515.560(c)(3) of the Regul ations, authorized travelers
are prohibited frominporting into the United States any nerchandi se
purchased or otherwi se acquired in Cuba, including but not limted
to cigars and al cohol, whether as acconpani ed baggage or ot herw se.
The inmportation of Cuban-origin informati on and infornmational
materials, as defined in part in § 515.332 of the Regulations (for
exanpl e, publications, films, posters, phonograph records,
phot ogr aphs, tapes, conpact discs, and artworks cl assified under
Chapt er subheadi ng 9701, 9702, or 9703 of the Harnoni zed Tariff
Schedul e of the United States) are exenpt fromthe prohibition.
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Aut hori zed Travel -Rel ated Transactions; United States Interests
Secti on

Wth the exception of persons visiting nenbers of their inmediate
famly in Cuba, authorized travelers to any part of Cuba may engage
in travel-related transactions involving Cuba at the Havana per di em
rate applicable to U S. Governnent travelers as set by the State
Department. Please consult the State Departnent’s Internet website
at http://ww. state.gov/mal/als/prdmfor the current rate.
Transactions considered to be incident to travel and thus authorized
under general or specific licenses are set forth in 8 515.560(c) of
t he Regul ations, a copy of which is included in Appendix 1 of these
Application Guidelines. Wth the exception of persons visiting

i medi ate famly nmenbers in Cuba, the Regul ations al so authorize al
licensed travelers to engage in additional transactions that are
directly incident to carrying out the activities for which their
travel -rel ated transactions are authori zed.

For visits to nmenbers of a person’s imediate famly pursuant to

§ 515.561, $50 per day is authorized plus up to an additional $50
per trip, if needed, to cover wi thin-Cuba transportation-rel ated

expenses.

Persons authorized to travel to Cuba may also visit the U S.
I nterests Section in Havana (tel. 537-833-3551) while in Cuba for
additional information that may be hel pful in conducting their

activities.

§ 515.561 Persons visiting member s of their immediate family in Cuba.

(a) Visiting a family member who isa national of Cuba. Specific licenses may beissued on a case-
by-case basisto persons subject to U.S. jurisdiction to engage in thetravel-related transactions set forth in
§ 515.560(c) for the purpose of visiting a member of the per son’simmediate family who isa national of
Cuba, asthat term isdefined in § 515.302 of this part, in Cubafor a period not to exceed 14 daysin
duration, provided it has been at least three years since the most recent of the following three dates:

() If the applicant emigrated from Cuba, the date of emigration;

(2) The date the applicant left Cuba after the applicant’s most recent trip to visit family there
pursuant to a general license from OFAC;

(3) Thedate of issuance of the applicant’s most recent specific license to visit family in Cuba.

(b) Visiting a family member who is not a national of Cuba. Specific licenses may beissued on a
case-by-case basis authorizing persons subject to U.S. jurisdiction to engage in the travel-related
transactions set forth in 8 515.560(c) and additional travel-related transactionsthat are directly incident
to the purpose of visiting a member of the person’simmediate family who is not a national of Cuba, as
that term is defined in 8 515.302 of this part, in Cubain exigent circumstances, provided the person to be
visited isin Cuba pursuant to an OFAC authorization, the particular exigency has been reported to the
U.S. Interests Section in Havana, and issuance of the license would support the mission of the U.S.

1. JOURNALISTIC ACTIVITIES — 31 CFR 8§ 515. 563

Ceneral license for journalistic activity by regularly enpl oyed
journalists and supporting broadcast or technical personnel:

Section 515.563(a) sets forth a general |icense authorizing certain
travel -related and additional transactions that are directly
incident to journalistic activities in Cuba by persons regularly
enpl oyed as journalists by a news reporting organi zation or by
persons regul arly enpl oyed as supporting broadcast or technical
personnel.

(2) To qualify for a specific license pursuant to this section, theitinerary for the proposed research in
Cuba for afree-lance article must demonstrate that the resear ch constitutes a full work schedule that
could not be accomplished in a shorter period of time.

(3) Specific licenses may beissued pursuant to this section authorizing transactions for multipletripsto

Cuba over an extended period of time by applicants demonstrating a significant record of free-lance
journalism.
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|11. PROFESSI ONAL RESEARCH & MEETINGS — 31 CFR § 515. 564

Ceneral license for certain professional research and attendance of
certain neetings or conferences:

Section 515.564(a) sets forth a general |icense authorizing certain
travel -related and additional transactions that are directly
incident to full-tinme professionals conducting professional research
in their professional areas in Cuba or attendi ng neetings or
conferences in Cuba. Research requires a full work schedul e of
noncommer ci al, academ c research that has a substantial |ikelihood
of public dissemnation and is in the traveler’s professional area.
Meetings or conferences nust be organi zed by an international

pr of essi onal organi zation, institution, or association headquartered
outside the United States that regularly sponsors neetings or
conferences in other countries. (An organization headquartered in
the United States cannot organize or hold a neeting or conference in
Cuba without a specific license issued by OFAC.) In addition, the
meeti ngs or conferences may not be for the purpose of pronoting
tourismin Cuba or other commercial activities involving Cuba that
are not |icensable under current U. S. policy and may not be intended
primarily for the purpose of fostering production of any

bi ot echnol ogi cal products. Please review 8 515.564(a) of the

Regul ations, which is included at the end of this category in the
Application description and 8§ 515.560(c) of the Regulations in
Appendi x 1.

Each person engaging in travel-related transacti ons under a general
|icense nmust be able to docunent how he or she qualifies under the
general license. For exanple, a resune or curriculumyvitae
general ly denonstrates an individual’'s full-time professional area.

b) Meeting/ Conference: Describe the neeting or conference
and the subject matter involved. Nane the entity organizing
the neeting or conference, if any, and indicate where it is
headquartered. Furnish a copy of the conference program and/ or
agenda. Specific licenses will not be issued pursuant to
8 515.564(b) sinply because a professional does not qualify
under the general license in 8 515.564(a). Cearly articul ate
why your attendance at the particular neeting/conference is
necessary and explain whether a simlar conference el sewhere is
not readily avail abl e.

Licensing policy
in such instances favors facilitating the resolution of Iegal
pr oceedi ngs.

Exanmpl e 2: A professional witer or filmnaker wi shes to travel to
Cuba in order to engage in research necessary to produce a
docunentary book or filmthat will be published or otherw se
distributed. Note: The making of a filmabsent the conduct of
specific research would not qualify for a license. The nmaking of a
documentary filmis a legitimte basis for issuing a license only if
it is avehicle for the presentation of the research conduct ed.

Exanpl e 3: An expert in orthopedic nedicine seeks to travel to Cuba
to attend an orthopedi c conference organi zed solely by a Cuban entity
and not by any international organization. The conference concl udes
with a two-day tour of nedical clinics where certain procedures used
only in Cuba will be observed first-hand.

Exanple 1: A railroad hobbyi st desires to research aging | oconotives
in Cuba. The Regul ations provide that |icenses are not granted for
travel in pursuit of a hobby or research for personal satisfaction
only.

Exanpl e 2: A group of architects wants to arrange a sight-seeing
trip to viewthe architecture of dd Havana. This does not
constitute research and would not qualify for a license since it
constitutes travel for personal satisfaction only.

Example 3: Ol conpany engineers want to research Cuba’s of fshore
oil reserves. Travel transactions related to research of a
comercial nature with commercial ramfications designed to position
a company’s entry into the Cuban market once the enbargo is lifted is

§ 515.564 Professional resear ch and professional meetingsin Cuba.

(a) General license. (1) Thetravel-related transactions set forth in § 515.560(c) and such additional
transactionsthat are directly incident to professional resear ch by full-time professionals who travel to
Cubato conduct professional research in their professional areas are authorized, provided that:

(i) Theresearch is of a noncommercial, academic nature;
(i1) The research comprises a full work schedulein Cuba;
(iif) The research has a substantial likelihood of public dissemination; and

(iv) Theresearch does not fall within the categories of activities described in paragraph (c), (d), or (e) of
this section.

Noteto paragraph (a)(1): Thisgeneral license does not authorize as professional research any travel-
related transactionsincident to attendance at professional meetings or conferences. Such transactions
must either qualify under the general license set forth in paragraph (a)(2) of this section or be the subject
of arequest for a specific license under paragraph (b) of this section.

(2) Thetravel-related transactions set forth in § 515.560(c) and such additional transactionsasare
directly incident to travel to Cuba by full-time professionals to attend professional meetings or
conferencesin Cuba organized by an international professional organization, institution, or association
that regularly sponsors meetings or conferencesin other countries are authorized, provided that:

(i) Theinternational professional organization, institution, or association is not headquartered in the
United States unlessthat organization, institution, or association has been specifically licensed to sponsor
the meeting in Cuba;

(if) The purpose of the meeting or conference is not the promotion of tourism in Cuba or other
commer cial activitiesinvolving Cubathat areinconsistent with this part; and

(iii) The meeting or conferenceisnot intended primarily for the purpose of fostering production of any
biotechnological products.

Note to paragraph (a): See 88 501.601 and 501.602 of this chapter for applicable recor dkeeping and
reporting requirements. Exportation of equipment and other items, including the transfer of technology
or softwareto foreign persons (" deemed exportation") and items not eligible for Department of
Commerce GFT or BAG License Exceptions, 15 CFR 740.12 and 740.14, may requir e separ ate
authorization by the Department of Commer ce.

(b) Specific licensing. Specific licenses may be issued on a case-by-case basis authorizing the travel-
related transactions set forth in § 515.560(c) and other transactionsthat are directly incident to
professional research and professional meetingsthat do not qualify for the general license in paragraph
(a) of thissection. Specific licenses may be issued pursuant to this section authorizing transactions for
multipletripsto Cuba over an extended period of time by applicants demonstrating a significant record
of resear ch. Specific licenses will not be issued for travel-related transactions for purposes of attendance
at meetings or conferencesin Cuba organized by the Cuban gover nment wher e such meetings or
conferences could beintended primarily for the purpose of fostering the production of any
biotechnological products.
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(c) Categories of activitiesthat do not qualify for the general license in paragraph (a) of this section and
for which the specific licenses described in paragraph (b) of this section will not beissued include
recreational travel; tourist travel; travel in pursuit of a hobby; research for personal satisfaction only;
and any travel for an authorized professional research purposeif the schedule of activitiesincludesfree
time, travel, or recreation in excess of that consistent with a full work schedule of professional research or
attendance at professional meetings or confer ences.

(d) An entire group does not qualify for the general license in paragraph (a) of this section and will not be
issued a specific license under paragraph (b) of this section merely because some member s of the group
could qualify individually for such licenses.

Example 1 to paragraph (d): A musicologist travelsto Cuba to do research on Cuban music pursuant to
the general license for professional researchersset forth in paragraph (a) of this section. Otherswho are
simply interested in music but who do not research music as part of their careers may not engage in
travel-related transactions with the musicologist in reliance on this general license. For example, an art
historian who plays in the same band with the musicologist would not qualify as a professional resear cher
of Cuban music for purposes of thisgeneral license.

Example 2 to paragraph (d): A specific licenseissued pursuant to paragraph (b) of this section
authorizing travel-related transactions by a fish biologist who travelsto Cubato engage in professional
resear ch does not authorize transactions by other personswho might travel with the fish biologist but
whose principal purposein travel isto engage in recreational or trophy fishing. Thefact that such

per sons may engage in certain activitieswith or under the direction of the professional fish biologist, such
as measuring or recording facts about their catch, does not bring these individuals' activities within the
scope of professional research and similar activities.

(e) A person will not qualify as engaging in professional research merely because that person isa
professional who plansto travel to Cuba.

Example 2 to paragraph (e): A professional photographer who wishesto take photographsin Cuba that
will become the basisfor creating post cards, paintings, and other secondary products or that merely
document the photographer'stravel does not qualify for the general licensein paragraph (a) of this
section or for a specific license issued pursuant to paragraph (b) of this section.

engage in travel-related transactions and such additi onal
transactions that are incident to:

(a)(1l) participation in a structured educational program as
part of a course offered at the licensed institution, provided
the programconstitutes a full termof study and no shorter
than 10 weeks in duration in Cuba;

(a)(2) noncommercial academ c research in Cuba specifically
related to Cuba for the purpose of obtaining a graduate degree;

(a)(3) participation in a formal course of study at a Cuban
academ c institution, provided the formal course of study in
Cuba will be accepted for credit toward the student’s

under graduate or graduate degree at the licensed institution
and provided that the course of study is no shorter than ten
weeks in duration;

(a)(4) teaching at a Cuban academ c institution by an

i ndi vidual regularly enployed in a teaching capacity at the
licensed institution, provided the teaching activities are
related to an academ c program at the Cuban institution and the
duration of the teaching will be no shorter than 10 weeks; and

(a) (5) sponsorship, including the paynent of a stipend or
sal ary, of a Cuban scholar to teach or engage in other
scholarly activity at the licensed institution; or

(a)(6) the organi zation of and preparation for activities

described in (1)-(5) above by a full-tinme permanent enpl oyee of
the licensed institution.
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| f your academ c institution wishes to apply for such a |icense
pursuant to 8 515.565(a), it nust provide the follow ng information
inaletter to OFAC

1. ldentify your organization. Provide the nanme and address
of your academ c institution seeking a specific |license under
this section, and include the nane and phone nunber of the

institutional contact responsible for the application and for
ensuring conpliance with the terns of the |license once issued.

2. ldentify the category of travel. State that a license is
bei ng requested pursuant to 8 515.565(a) of the Regul ati ons
authorizing your institution, its students enrolled in an

aut hori zes transactions incident to the educational activities set
forth in 8 515.565(a)(1)-(a)(6) of the Regulations by any student
enrolled in an undergraduate or graduate degree programat the
institution and any full-tinme permanent enpl oyee of the institution.
Thus, an application for such a |icense need not include the nanes
of prospective travel ers.

A license granted to an academ c institution pursuant to this
section does not extend to students not enrolled in an undergraduate
or graduate degree programat the institution even if they are
enrolled in degree prograns at other accredited academc

i nstitutions.

Travel -rel ated transactions by full-time professionals who wish to
conduct professional research or attend a neeting in Cuba are not
aut hori zed by a license granted to an academ c institution. Full-
time professionals who wish to engage in travel-related transactions
W th respect to such activities nmust qualify under the general
license contained in 8 515.564(a) or obtain a specific |icense under
8§ 515.564(b). G aduate students who wish to attend a prof essional
meeting nust obtain a specific |icense under 8 515.564(b). (See:
Application Guidelines, Ill. PROFESSI ONAL RESEARCH & MEETI NGS — 31
CFR 515. 564)

under graduate or graduate students enrolled at an accredited U. S.

(a) nonconmerci al academ c research in Cuba specifically
related to Cuba for the purpose of obtaining a graduate degree;

(b) participation in a formal course of study at a Cuban
academ c institution, provided the formal course of study in
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Cuba will be accepted for credit toward the student’s

under graduate or graduate degree at the licensed institution
and provided that the course of study is no shorter than 10
weeks in duration;

I f you wish to engage in one of these educational activities in Cuba
and your academi c institution does not have an OFAC |icense, you
must provide the followng information in a letter to OFAC

phone nunber of each applicant seeking to engage in travel -
rel ated transacti ons under the |icense.

activities in Cuba; and 4) your study or research in Cuba is
taking place with the know edge and approval of the rel evant
dean or the academ c vice-president, provost, or president of
the institution.

The
educational activity licenses do not authorize activities undertaken
to fulfill continuing educational requirenents to maintain one’s

Exanple 2: A U S. student enrolled in a degree programat a foreign
university wishes to travel to Cuba with his or her class to
participate in a course offered by the foreign university. Licenses
i ssued under this section do not extend to U S. students enrolled in
courses at a foreign college or university.

8 515.565 Educational activities.

(a) Specific institutional licenses. Specific licensesfor up to oneyear in duration may beissued to
an accredited U.S. undergraduate or graduate degree-granting academic institution authorizing the
institution, its studentsenrolled in an undergraduate or graduate degree program at the institution, and
its full-time permanent employees to engage, under the auspices of the institution, in the travel-related
transactions set forth in 8 515.560(c) and such additional transactionsthat are directly incident to:

(1) Participation in a structured educational program in Cuba as part of a course offered at the
licensed institution, provided the program includes a full term, and in no instance includes fewer than 10
weeks, of study in Cuba. An individual planning to engagein such transactions must carry a letter from
the licensed ingtitution stating that the individual is a student currently enrolled in an undergraduate or
graduate degree program at the institution or isa full-time permanent employee of the institution, stating
that the Cuba-related travel ispart of a structured educational program of theinstitution that will be no
shorter than 10 weeksin duration, and citing the number of the institution’slicenseg;

(2) Noncommer cial academic research in Cuba specifically related to Cuba and for the purpose of
obtaining a graduate degree. A student planning to engage in such transactions must carry aletter from
the licensed ingtitution stating that the individual isa student currently enrolled in a graduate degree
program at theinstitution, stating that the research in Cuba will be accepted for credit toward that
degree, and citing the number of theinstitution’slicense;

(3) Participation in a formal course of study at a Cuban academic institution, provided the formal
cour se of study in Cuba will be accepted for credit toward the student’s under graduate or graduate
degree at thelicensed U.S. institution and provided the cour se of study isno shorter than 10 weeksin
duration. An individual planning to engagein such transactions must carry a letter from the licensed
U.S. ingtitution stating that the individual isa student currently enrolled in an under graduate or graduate
degree program at the U.S. institution, stating that the study in Cuba will be accepted for credit toward
that degree and will be no shorter than 10 weeksin duration, and citing the number of the U.S.
institution’s license;

(4) Teaching at a Cuban academic institution by an individual regularly employed in a teaching
capacity at thelicensed institution, provided the teaching activities are related to an academic program at
the Cuban institution and provided that the duration of the teaching will be no shorter than 10 weeks. An
individual planning to engage in such transactions must carry a written letter from thelicensed U.S.
institution stating that the individual is a full-time per manent employee regularly employed in a teaching
capacity at the U.S. institution and citing the number of the U.S. institution’s license;

(5) Sponsor ship, including the payment of a stipend or salary, of a Cuban scholar to teach or
engage in other scholarly activity at the licensed institution (in addition to those transactions authorized
by the general license contained in § 515.571). Such earnings may be remitted to Cuba as provided in
§515.570 or carried on the person of the Cuban scholar returning to Cuba as provided in § 515.560(d)(3);
or

(6) The organization of and preparation for activities described in paragraphs (a)(1) through
(a)(5) of this section by a full-time permanent employee of the licensed institution. An individual
engaging in such transactions must carry awritten letter from thelicensed institution stating that the
individual is a full-time permanent employee of that institution and citing the number of the institution’s
license.
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Noteto paragraph (a): See 88 501.601 and 501.602 of this chapter for applicable recordkeeping
and reporting requirements. Exportation of equipment and other items, including the transfer of
technology or softwareto foreign persons (“deemed exportation”), may requir e separ ate authorization
from the Department of Commer ce.

(b) Other specific licenses. Specific licenses may be issued to individuals on a case-by-case basis
authorizing the travel-related transactions set forth in § 515.560(c) and other transactions directly
incident to the educational activities described in paragraphs (a)(2) and (a)(3) of this section but not
engaged in pursuant to a specific license issued to an institution pursuant to paragraph (a) of this section.

(c) Transactionsrelated to activitiesthat are primarily tourist-oriented, including self-dir ected
educational activitiesthat are intended only for personal enrichment, are not authorized by this section.

You may request a specific license authorizing transactions incident
to religious activities in Cuba engaged in by (1) a qualified U S.
religious organization (and its nenbers and enpl oyees), or (2) an

i ndi vidual or group of individuals. Religious activities that are
consistent wwth U S. foreign policy include, but are not limted to,
attendance at religious services as well as activities that
contribute to the devel opnent of a Cuban counterpart’s religious or
institutional devel opnment such as: mnisterial training, education,
or licensing; religious school devel opnent; youth outreach; training
in or the conducting of marriage sem nars; construction of places of
worship or other facilities for full-time use by a Cuban
counterpart; production and distribution of religious materi als;
assistance in holding religious services; religious preaching or
teaching; and training or assistance in church adm nistration.

1. Application criteria for specific licenses for religious
activities by religious organizations — 31 CFR § 515. 566(a)

If you wish to apply on behalf of a religious organization, you nust
provide the followng information in a letter to OFAC

1. lIdentify your organi zation. Provide the nane and address of
your religious organization. Include the nane and phone nunber
of the institutional contact responsible for the application
and for ensuring conpliance with the ternms of the |license once
i ssued.

2. Provide a certification of your organi zation’ s status.
Certify by witten statenment that your organization:

(a) is a tax exenpt organi zati on under the Internal Revenue
Code that is organized and operated exclusively for religious
pur poses;

(b) has an established congregati on served by an organi zed
mnistry;

(c) provides regular religious services;
(d) provides for religious education of the young;
(e) dissemnates a formal religious doctrine; and

(f) has a nenbership not associated with any other
denom nati on.

I f you cannot certify to all of the above, you may provide a
copy of an IRS determ nation that your organization qualifies
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as a “church” under the Internal Revenue Code — 26 USC
508(c) (1) (A).

3. ldentify the category of travel. State your request for a
specific license pursuant to 8 515.566(a) of the Regul ations
aut hori zing individuals and groups affiliated in a fornal
significant way with your religious organization to engage in
transactions directly incident to a full-time program of
religious activities in Cuba under the auspices of your
religious organization. The term“affiliated” neans

i ndividuals that are enpl oyees or nenbers of your religious
organi zation. Individuals who are not otherwi se affiliated
wi th your religious organization and whose participation in
religious activities in Cuba is solicited by your religious
organi zation do not qualify as “affiliated.”

4. List and provide exanples of activities. Provide a list of
the types of activities to be engaged in by individuals and
groups travel i ng under the auspices of your religious

organi zation. Also provide a few detail ed exanpl es of those
activities. OFAC does not normally consider nerely “visiting”
a religious group in Cuba to be an activity that qualifies for
a religious travel license.

5. Provide additional certifications. Certify by witten
statenent the foll ow ng:

(a) your religious organization's license will not be used
for the purpose of travel that is primarily touristic in nature
or for travel that is not for genuine religious purposes;

(b) the proposed travel will be supervised by an offici al
of your religious organization. Failure to properly oversee
the use of a license is the basis for suspension and/or
revocation of the |license; and

(c) all persons traveling to Cuba pursuant to the license
wll engage in a “full-tinme schedule of religious activities in
Cuba.”

Wen applying for an extension or
renewal of a license, be sure to reference the |icense nunber
in your application and include the follow ng:

(a) an expl anation of why an extension or renewal is
necessary;

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(c) a conplete copy of the license and all |icense
anendnents and renewal s.

7. Sign your application. The representative submtting the
application on behalf of your religious organization nmust sign
the application and certify that he or she is submtting the
application on behalf of your religious organization. The
signature serves as a certification that the statenents in the
application are true and accurate.

Note: Organizations that do not neet the criteria under

8 515.566(a) may submt applications nam ng specific individuals
pursuant to 8 515.566(b). (See: Application criteria for specific
licenses for individual religious travel — 31 CFR § 515.566(b)).

8. Sign your letter. Your signature is your certification
that the statements in your application are true and accurate.

assi stance for future church construction. A specific license wll
be granted to the mnistry for a two-year period permtting multiple
trips by the naned individuals.

Exanple 2: A U S. bible college wshes to send a group of pastors to
Cuba to train Cuban pastors and church |eaders. |In addition, the
individuals will visit churches to mnister and provide
encouragenent. As in the previous exanple, the bible college has
provided a specific list of individuals needed to acconplish their

m ssion. A specific license will be granted to the bible college for
a two-year period and permt multiple trips by the naned individuals.

Exanpl e 3: An evangelist seeks to travel to Cuba to give a sernon to
a congregation of a certain denomnation in Cuba. The travel is
limted to the time necessary to constitute a full-tinme schedule to
participate in the service and neet with the congregation

Exanmple 4: A minister has been invited to teach full-tinme at a
sem nary in Cuba during the com ng year

Exanpl e 1: An organization that offers weekend faith retreats and
pil grimages to devel oping countries for the purpose of understanding
others’ religious and cultural values w shes to send individuals,
solicited via the internet, to Cuba.

Exanmpl e 2: A nedical fellowship requests a |license to send a group
of healthcare professionals to Cuba to provide nedical services to
menbers of a Cuban congregation. Licenses issued under this section
pertain solely to engaging in religious activities and do not
normal | y authorize the provision of nedical services. Persons
interested in providing nedical or other humanitarian services in
Cuba should review VI11. HUVANI TARI AN PRQJECTS — 31 CFR § 515.575 of
these Application CGuidelines.

Exanmple 3: A couple living on their sailboat seeks to travel to Cuba
and live on their boat for an undefined period of tine in order to
hand out Bi bl es and preach the gospel to whoever will listen. Absent
a record of simlar prior experience and a defined full-tine schedul e
of religious activities over a specified period of tine, this
activity does not qualify for a specific |icense.

Exanpl e 4. An individual seeks to travel to Cuba to participate in

services one day a week over a period of several weeks. This does
not qualify as a full-tinme schedule of religious activities.

Text of Regulatory Provision for 8§ 515. 566:

§ 515.566 Religious activitiesin Cuba.

(a) Specific licensefor U.S. religious organizations -- (1) I ssuance; renewal. A specific license may be issued
to areligious organization located in the United States authorizing the or ganization and individuals and
groups affiliated with the organization to engage, under the auspices of the organization, in religious
activitiesinvolving transactions (including travel-related transactions) in which Cuba or a Cuban
national has an interest. The application for the specific license must set forth examples of religious
activitiesto be undertaken in Cuba. Thereligious organization's specific license may be renewed after a
period of two yearsto authorize the organization and individuals and groups affiliated with the
organization to continue to engage in the transactions authorized under the organization's license.

(2) Scope of transactions authorized under U.S. religious organization's specific license; documentation.
Upon receipt by the religious organization located in the United States of a specific license pursuant to
paragraph (a)(1) of this section, the organization and individuals or groups affiliated with the
organization are authorized to engage in the travel-related transactions set forth in § 515.560(c) and such
additional transactions as are directly incident to religious activities in Cuba under the auspices of the
organization. Travel-related transactions pursuant to this authorization must be for the purpose of
engaging, whilein Cuba, in a full-time program of religious activities. Financial and material donationsto
Cuba or Cuban nationals are not authorized by this paragraph (a)(2). All individualswho engagein
transactionsin which Cuba or Cuban nationals have an interest (including travel-related transactions)
pursuant to this paragraph (a)(2) must carry with them a letter from the specifically-licensed U.S.
religious or ganization, citing the number of the organization's specific license and confirming that they
are affiliated with the organization and aretraveling to Cubato engage in religious activitiesunder the
auspices of the organization.

Noteto paragraph (a): See 88 501.601 and 501.602 of this chapter for applicable recor dkeeping and
reporting requirements. Exportation of itemsto be used in Cuba may require separate licensing by the
Department of Commer ce.

(b) Specific licenses. Specific licenses may be issued on a case-by-case basis authorizing the travel-related
transactions set forth in 8§ 515.560(c) and other transactionsthat are directly incident to religious
activities not covered by a specific license issued pursuant to paragraph (a) of this section toa U.S.
religious or ganization. Specific licenses may beissued pursuant to this section authorizing transactions
for multipletripsover an extended period of time to engage in a full-time program of religious activities
in Cuba.

You may request a specific license authorizing transactions incident
to participation in a public performance, athletic conpetition, non-
athletic conpetition, or exhibition in Cuba.

8. Describe the duration of the proposed travel. Set forth
t he proposed dates and duration of the trip.

9. ldentify the point of contact and venue in Cuba. Identify
the contact person and/or organization in Cuba that you are
coordinating wwth and identify the site or venue where the
event will be held.

10. Extensions & renewals. Wen applying for an extension or
renewal of a license, be sure to reference the |icense nunber
in your application and include the foll ow ng:

(a) an expl anation why an extension or renewal is
necessary;

(b) a detailed report setting forth a record of al

activities undertaken pursuant to the original license or, if
the original |license was renewed, the nost recent renewal; and
(c) a conplete copy of the license and all |icense

anendnents and renewal s.

12. Sign your letter. Your signature is your certification
that the statements in your application are true and accurate.

I ndi viduals who wll not be fully engaged as active
cipants in the event will not be licensed and are not eligible
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to travel under the authority of a license issued pursuant to this
section. For exanple, non-participating patrons who may have | ent
financial support to an authorized group by paying its travel
expenses woul d not be eligible to travel with that group. In |ike
manner, U.S. individuals may not be |icensed under this section to
attend events in which they are not actively participating and are
sinply nenbers of the audience. Licenses are not granted to

i ndividuals to participate in Cuban-organi zed international
festivals inasnuch as the proposed participation goes beyond the
direct, bilateral interaction between U S. and Cuban nationals
contenplated by this provision. 1In addition, licenses will not be
granted under this provision for participation in clinics and

wor kshops or conti nui ng educati on prograns.

Exanpl e 2: Representatives of a U S filmproduction conpany w sh to
travel to Cuba for the purpose of holding an exhibition of U S.
nmovies. Travelers who are directly related to the production of the
nmovies to be exhibited may be |icensed.

Exanpl e 3: A community-associ ated baseball teamw shes to travel to
Cuba to conpete agai nst a conparable Cuban teamin a baseball gane
that will be open to the Cuban public and where any costs after
profits fromthe game will be donated to an independent non-

gover nment al organi zati on i n Cuba.

Exanpl e 1: A professional nusician wshes to travel to Cuba to
conduct a workshop for a Cuban organi zation. Licenses are not
granted in connection with conducting workshops in Cuba pursuant to
this |icensing provision.

Exanpl e 2: An orchestra wishes to travel to Cuba to perform under

ci rcunstances that woul d otherw se qualify, except that the orchestra
is planning to take not only the nusicians thensel ves but famly
menbers and persons who had donated a certain sumto the orchestra
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over the past year. Licenses issued under this section do not extend
to persons not directly involved in the authorized activity.

Exanple 3: A consultant to the entertai nment industry has been
invited to Cuba to participate in a filmfestival that is being held
there. Her participation will consist of attending the events that
will be held during the festival, which includes show ngs of filns
and di scussions of the filnms shown with the actual fil muakers and
others, both industry experts and | aypersons, who also attend the
festival. The consultant would al so collaborate with Cuban
filmrakers on techniques with respect to a filmthey are working on
These attendance and consultation activities are not what is neant by
“participation” in public performances, conpetitions, and exhibitions
under 8§ 515.567(b) of the Regul ations.

Exanpl e 4: An organization that provides services to arrange trave
by individuals to foreign countries to participate in athletic
conmpetitions wi shes to organize a series of baseball ganes between
U S. and Cuban baseball teanms. This activity will not be |icensed.
However, an individual team may submt a request to travel to Cuba
for the purpose of engaging in one-on-one athletic conpetitions or
games with Cuban team

Example 5 A U. S. dance club wishes to attend a Latin Anmerican dance
festival being held in Cuba. Perfornmers fromseveral Latin American
countries will also participate in this international festival in

whi ch the exchange of dance techni ques for danci ng Manbo and ot her
dances will take place. Licenses are not granted to individuals to
partici pate in Cuban-organi zed international festivals inasnuch as

t he proposed participation goes beyond the direct, bilateral
interaction between U.S. and Cuban nationals contenplated by this

i censing provision.

Specific licenses,
including for multipletripsto Cuba over an extended period of time, may be issued on a case-by-case
basis authorizing the travel-related transactions set forth in § 515.560(c) and other transactionsthat are
directly incident to athletic competition by amateur or semi-professional athletes or athletic teams
wishing to travel to participate in athletic competition in Cuba, provided that:

(1) The athletic competition in Cuba is held under the auspices of the international sports
federation for therelevant sport;

(2) The U.S. participantsin the athletic competition are selected by the U.S. federation for the
relevant sport; and

(3) The competition isopen for attendance, and in relevant situations participation, by the Cuban
public.

(b) Public performances, other athletic or other non-athletic competitions, and exhibitions. Specific
licenses, including for multiple tripsto Cuba over an extended period of time, may be issued on a case-by-
case basis authorizing the travel-related transactions set forth in § 515.560(c) and other transactions that
aredirectly incident to participation in a public performance, athletic competition not covered by
paragraph (a) of this section, non-athletic competition, or exhibition in Cuba by participantsin such
activities, provided that:

(1) Theevent isopen for attendance, and in relevant situations participation, by the Cuban
public; and

(2) All U.S. profitsfrom the event after costs are donated to an independent nongover nmental
organization in Cuba or a U.S.-based charity, with the objective, to the extent possible, of benefiting the
Cuban people.

(c) Specific licenses will not be issued pursuant to this section authorizing any debit to a blocked
account.
